Hanover, Dec. 12. O. S. 


N the qth Inftant a Detachment of Hanoverians, 

cenfifting of 500 Men, with two Field Pieces, 
march’d to take Poffeffion of the Territory of Stein- 
horft, which belongs to the Privy Counfellor Wed- 
derkop, wherein were pofted 30 Dragoons in the 
Service of the King of Denmark. The Colonel who 
commanded the Detachment no fooner arrived, but 
he fent a Lieutenant to the Danifh Captain in the 
Caftle, to. acquaint him, that he was come with Or- 
ders to take Pofleffion Of it, and if he refufed, to turn 
him out by Force. The Danifh Captain having an- 
fwered the Licutenanr, that he was commanded to 
repel Force by Force, the rwo Officers had fuch high 
Words, that they drew their Swords and fought a 
Duel, in which the Danifh Captain was killed on the 
Spot, and the Lieutenant mortally wounded. The 
Hanoverian Colonel having advanced with his Troops 
in the interim to begin the Attack, a very fmart 
Skirmith enfued, wherein fevera] Soldiers were kill’d 
on both Sides. The Danes then pull’d up their 
Draw-bridges, and retired into the Caftle, where 
they defended themfelves a while; but the Hano- 
verians having, by means of great Hooks, pluck’d 
down the Bridges, they enter’d the Caffle, and took 
Poffeffion of it, by virtue of an Inftrument drawn up 
by a Lawyer and a Scrivener, whom thev had ſent 
for from + rol wel for the Purpofe. The Danes 
being inftantly difarm’d, were carried to the Fron- 
tiers, where they had their Horfes and Arms reftored 
to them ; and fuch of their Men as had been killed 
upon this Occafion, were put into Carts, and likewi’e 
carried to the Frontiers. “Tis faid that M.de Wed- 
derkop got away in Time. 

Hambureb, Dec. 12. O. S. Yefterday M. John, 
the Danith Minifter, received an Exprefs from his 
Court, with Difpatches relati » as “ris faid, to the 
Affair of the Bailywick of Steinhorft, which may be 
atrended with fatal Confequences, if ir be not accom- 
modated very foon ; for, ‘tis reported, that the King 
of Denmark has ordered feveral Regiments to advance 
that Way ; and that the Regency of Hanover, has

Mean time the Regency of Hanover has publifhed a 
Manifefto to juftity his Britannick Majefty’s Title ro 
it. ‘Tis affirm’d, that the Right of Sovercignry overt 
the Territory of Steinhorft, in the Poflefhon of M. 
de Wedderkoap, who is a Privy Countllor to the 
Duke of Wolfembuttle, belong’d formerly to Magnus, 
the Duke of Saxe Lawenbourg, who mortgaged 1¢ fer 
16,000 Crowns to the Detlef of Bufweld. This Ter- 
ritory was afterwards fold for 27,000 Crowns, by the 
Duke Francis, to Duke Adolphus of Holflcin Got- 
torp, who having refign'd his Right to it for a cer- 
tain Sum of Money, to the Court of Banover, che 
Regency thinks icfelf authorifed to take Poffeffion of 
the faid Bailywick, andto reunite it tothe Dutchy 
of Saxe Lawenbourg’; but the Danifh Court Difpures 
It. 

Some Paffengers come from the Neighbourhood 
of Steinhorft fay, that Redoubrs are actually building 
about the Caftle ; and that all che Trees of the 
Garden are pulled up to make Palifadoes. 

Vienna, Dec’ 6. O F. Letters trom Tranfi!vania 
fay, the Plague is fo much abated, chat at Hetman- 
ftadt, where, when it was at the worif, abour 8o 
Perfons died one Day with another, there dic now 
but 15 of 20 at moft. The Great Duke of Tuſcaoy 
and his Dutchefs, fer out this Morning for Iraly, un- 
der a Difcharge of g0 Pieces of Cannen. The Re- 
publick of Venice, has indeed confented to fhorten 
the Term of their Quarantine, but net to take off 
the whole of fr, fo that they will be obliged to ftop 
a few Days in a fine Houfe fitted up for them near 
Verona, 

Ratisbon, Dec. 11. O. 8. The Dyet of the Em- 
pire is feparated rill the zoth Inftant. All che Gates 
of thie City are fhut up except two, at which Per- 
fons are pofted on purpoſe to examine ail rhat enter 
the Town, in order to prevent the Communication 
of the Plague from Hungary ; but they write from 
Vienna, that the Phyfician and Surgeon who were 
fent thither to enquire into the Nature of the Di- 
flempers there, have fent Word to Court, that they 
are not contagious. 

Franeckfort, Dec. 14. O. §. Accotding to fome Ad- 
vices from Conftantinople, there have died of the 
Plague in that City, to the middle of Oftober, near 
9020 Jews, and a proportionabie Number of Chriftians 
and Turks ; but that ‘tis now confiderably aba ed, 
and thofe whe were retired into the Country were 
come back, and had begun to open their Shojs 
again.
